Special General Meeting of Shareholders 


The following Special By-laws of the 
Company enacted and passed by the Directors 
of the Company at a meeting held on 25th 
February, 1971, will be submitted for ap- 
proval at the Special General Meeting of 
Shareholders: 


1) Special By-law “C” is a by-law to 
amend the general by-laws of the 
Company to the following effect: 


a) The Annual Meetings of Share- 
holders shall be held within 6 
months (previously 4 months) 
from the end of the Company’s 
fiscal year. 


b) Special General Meetings of 
Shareholders may be called by 
the holders of not less than one- 
tenth (previously one-fourth in 
value) of the outstanding voting 
shares of the Company. 


c) Notice of Shareholders’ Meetings 
shall be served not more than 60 
days before the meeting. 


d) Provisions relating to waivers of 
notices for Shareholders who 
attend meetings in person are 
to be deleted. 


e) Proxies of Shareholders shall be 
included when determining the 
number of persons present at 
Shareholders’ Meetings for 
quorum purposes and _ proxies 
may demand polls in respect of 
matters submitted to the vote of 
Shareholders. Not less than 25% 
of the outstanding voting shares 
(previously 25% in value of the 
outstanding voting shares) shall be 
present or represented at Share- 
holders’ Meetings before a quorum 
is established. 


f) Holders of proxies need not be 
Shareholders. Proxies shall be 
valid for one year unless with- 
drawn. 


g) Persons may be qualified to 
become Directors of the Com- 
pany if they become Share- 
holders within 10 days of their 
appointment.

Le présent rapport comprend |’état consolidé des 
profits et pertes non vérifié, et |’état de la prove- 
nance et de |’utilisation des fonds. 


La tendance a |’amélioration progressive des ven- 
tes durant le deuxiéme trimestre a été interrompue 
par de sérieux arréts de travail dans les usines de 
contenants de verre de la région de |’est. L’usine 
de Pointe St-Charles a été en gréve durant tout le 
mois de juin. Les usines de Bramalea et de Ha- 
milton ont été fermées par suite de gréves illéga- 
les pendant les deux derniéres semaines de juin, 
et l’usine de Wallaceburg a été fermée par suite 
de gréve illégale pendant une semaine en juin. 


Les ventes durant le deuxiéme trimestre de 1971 
se sont élevées a $20,561,735, en augmentation de 
2.9% sur les ventes du méme trimestre en 1970. 
Toutefois, les expéditions ont été bien en dessous 
de ce qu’elles auraient été sans les arréts de tra- 
vail, et ont été insuffisantes pour compenser le 
bas niveau des expéditions du premier trimestre. 
De ce fait, les ventes des six mois au 30 juin 1971 
de $35,986,087 ont été moindres de $528,116, ou 
1.4%, que les ventes de la premiére moitié de 1970. 


Le bas niveau des expéditions et le coat des gré- 
ves du deuxiéme trimestre ont résulté en une petite 
perte aprés impdét de $2,218 pour les trois mois 
terminés le 30 juin 1971. Aprés paiement du divi- 
dende aux actions de préférence, cette perte équi- 
vaut a une perte de 2¢ par action, contre un profit 
apres impdt de $951,796, équivalant a 42¢ par ac- 
tion ordinaire pour le deuxiéme trimestre de 1970. 
Pour les six mois au 30 juin 1971, la perte apres 
impdt a été de $493,620, soit 27¢ par action ordi- 
naire, contre un profit de $1,164,652, soit 50¢ par 
action pour les premiers six mois de 1970. 

La gréve a Pointe St-Charles s'est terminée le 29 
juillet. Les négociations continuent dans les autres 
usines de |’est.

For the six months ended June 30, 1971 


This report includes an unaudited Statement 
of Consolidated Income and Statement of 
Source and Application of Funds for the six 
months ending June 30th, 1971, with com- 
parative figures for the same period in 1970. 


The trend to progressive improvement in sales 
during the second quarter was interrupted by 
serious work stoppages at the eastern glass 
container plants. Point St. Charles was strike- 
bound for the entire month of June. Bramalea 
and Hamilton plants were shut down by illegal 
strikes for the last two weeks of the month, 
and operations at Wallaceburg were shut 
down by an illegal strike for one week in June. 


Sales during the second quarter of 1971 at 
$20,561,735 were up 2.9% from sales in the 
same quarter in 1970. Shipments, however, 
were well below the level which would have 
been achieved without the work stoppages, 
and were insufficient to make up for the low 
level of shipments in the first quarter. As a 
result, sales for the six months to June 30th, 
1971, at $35,986,087 were $528,116 or 1.4% 
below sales for the first half of 1970. 

The low level of shipments and the cost pen- 
alties of the strikes in the second quarter re- 
sulted in a small after tax loss of $2,218 for 
the three months ending June 30th, 1971. 
After payment of preferred dividends, this 
was equivalent to a loss of 2¢ per share, 
compared to an after tax profit of $951,796, 
equivalent to 42¢ per common share, in the 
second quarter of 1970. 

For the six months to June 30th, 1971, the 
after tax loss was $493,620 or 27¢ per com- 
mon share, compared to a profit of $1,164,652, 
or 50¢ per share in the first six months of 1970. 
The strike at Point St. Charles was settled on 
July 29th. Negotiations are continuing at the 
other eastern plants.
